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ISSIONARIES FOUND, when they went to 

translate the Bible into the language of the 

Algonauin Indians, that there was no word 
in the language that meant love. We pity the poor 
primitives whose vocabularies include no native equi- 
valent for this great word. Yet, we whose civilization 
and culture have taught us the sight and sound of 
the word, and its supposed meaning, are quite pos- 
sibly as ignorant of the true meaning of love as were 
the Algonquins. 

The word “love” is one of the most abused in all 
the English language. It has been so commonly and 
improperly used that it has lost its meaning. People 
of today claim to love almost anything that strikes 
their fancy. They claim to love those things which 
only give them sensate pleasure or a momentary thrill. 
While with abandon many avow their love for a 
multitude of things, it is quite possible that actually 
they love nothing at all. 

It is no accident that the Bible places prime em- 
phasis on love. In listing the fruit of the Spirit, Paul 
gave first place to love (Galatians 5:22). Jesus re- 
vealed to His disciples that the one thing by which 
all Christians can be known is love (John 13:35). It 
was with good reason that John said that he who 
loves not knows not God (1 John 4:7, 8). The Scrip- 
tures are neither mild nor scant in their declaration 
of love’s necessity. If the Bible is true, then we cannot 
evade the conclusion that love must dominate our 
lives if we are God’s children. Because the Bible is 
true, we should examine ourselves to see whether or 
not there is in our hearts that implicit and unabated 
love required of us. Love is a positive and active hu- 
man affection. 

Do your fellow men know you to be a servant of 
God because you have love? Do you know that you 
are a child of God because you know the experience 
of love? Do you love your neighbor as yourself? It 
is easy to declare your love for God and your fellow 
man, but it is quite another thing to have it. 

Love cannot rest unexpressed; love cannot lie dor- 
mant and watch a neighbor or brother suffer need. 
Love cannot remain silent and hear a person slan- 
dered and maligned. Love is sensitive to the needs

of others; love grasps each opportunity to help others. 
Love is dynamic in the human breast and compels 
action for the benefit of those who are loved. Love 
expresses itself in inward sacrifices, privations, and 
abnegations; and in outward benedictions, kindnesses, 
and charities. Love moves; it does things; it must 
manifest and declare itself. Where there is no action 
and where there is no positiveness, there is no love. 

What the multitude of commandments to love man 
actually means is that we should be actively engaged 
in helping our fellow men and our brothers in the 
Lord. You cannot say that you love a“person simply 
because you do not desire his downfall, failure, or in- 
jury. Men who have never heard of him can say that 
much. Strangers who have no pretense of love can 
state the same. If you are indifferent toward someone 
you can sit idly and detachedly by, caring little what 
he does or what becomes of him. His fortunes are 
simply of little or no concern to you, except, perhaps, 
as a passing curiosity. 

If you love a person his fortunes and his welfare 
are of express concern to you, and each opportunity 
to help one you love will bring you joy, and you 
will do it gladly. Seeing him hurt will be like being 
hurt yourself. When you love, you act! You must help, 
you must boost, you must exert every energy within 
you to assist, to uphold, to encourage, or to save. 
That is why Jesus called love the first and great 





' commandment (Matthew 22:37-39).

Carolina gear for God and advance 
with Christian enthusiasm is heart- 
warming. It is most stimulating to 
be identified with a group whose 
goal is to conquer for God. The 
greatest urge that mortal man has 
ever felt is the passion for souls. 
It is the desire to make the world 
better Christ’s way. To accomplish 
this worthy task requires leader- 
ship. 

For the past four years North 
Carolina has benefited by the in- 
spired leadership of the Rev. L. H. 
Aultman, State Overseer. He is 
esteemed for his love for the 
Church of God, his devotion to 
duty, and for the general manage- 
ment of state affairs. 


In less than 4 years there have 
been 51 new church buildings and 
32 parsonages constructed. There 
has been a tremendous improve- 
ment in state property. For in- 
stance, a new state and youth par- 
sonage at the cost of $50,291.49 
The new state office building is 
also a compliment to the camp- 
ground. Then the latest, however, 
to enhance the campground is the 
spacious air-conditioned cafeteria 
with modern facilities throughout. 
The total cost for state improve- 
ments amounts to $166,020.36. 
Without onpene supervision the 
cost would have been considerably 
more. It is conservatively estimat- 
ed that our campgroun roperty 
alone is worth $500,000. en our 
orphanage property improvements 
will total $59,000, which includes a 
new parsonage and a modern din- 
ing hall. The dining hall was a gift 
from Mr. Charles Cannon, costing 
more than $40,000.

throughout the state in spite of a 
lot of moving in and out of the 
state. One of the greatest problems 
of our state work has been getting 
workers to come and stay. We are 
in great need of ministers to work 
in the state. Two of our works at 
eee are without pastors and 

ave not had a pastor for six 
months or more. Colorado is a wide 
open field for workers with some 
beautiful cities for great opportun- 
ities if we had the men with the 
vision and the mind to work. For 
example, the churches in the city 
of Denver took church census re- 
cently and found that in the Den- 
ver area alone there were over 
400,000 Protestants who did not at- 


tend church anywhere. Their re- 
port said that if they could get all 
the people in that area to attend 
church, it would be necessary to 
build about 500 more new church- 
es. This is in the Denver area alone. 
The city of Denver and the suburbs 
have about 800,000 people, and we 
have only one church with a mem- 
bership of 74 in this large city, and 
there are many beautiful towns 
around Denver. You see, the fields 
are ripe and truly the laborers are 
few. Let us pray that God will send 
laborers in this great field of work. 
At the present time we do not have 
a full-time evangelist in the state 
and the state is in great need of 
revivals.

The camp meeting began on 
Monday night, June 9, in a wave 
of glory and rose higher and high- 
er until the last service on Satur- 
day night.

The Spirit of God is the power necessary for the 
true Christian worker to bring forth the kind of fruit 
God desires. Paul describes that spiritual fruit in 
Galatians 5:22, 23, “But the fruit of the Spirit is 
love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness, temperance.” It is the Spirit who 
enables us to love all mankind and to have true joy 
and peace. The Spirit gives us power to suffer long 
and be gentle; He fills the soul full of goodness so 
that others will see it. Through Him we have faith, 
meekness and temperance. The Spirit of God does 
even more, “For by one Spirit are we all baptized into 
one body,” 1 Corinthians 12:13.

He molds us anew, making us a part of that great 
body of Christ, the Church, which “Is net one mem- 
ber but many,” 1 Corinthians 12:14. Then to each 
member of the body He gives a specialoperation which 
is described in 1 Corinthians 12:4-11, by the Apostle 
Paul, “Now there are diversities of gifts, but the same 
Spirit. And there are differences of administrations, 
but the same Lord. And there are diversities of opera- 
tions, but it is the same God which worketh all in 
all. But the manifestation of the Spirit is given to 
every man to profit withal. For to one is given by the 
Spirit the word of wisdom; to another the word of 
knowledge by the same Spirit; to another faith by 
the same Spirit; to another the gifts of healing by 
the same Spirit; to another the working of miracles; 
to another prophecy; to another discerning of Spir- 
its; To another divers kinds of tongues; to another 
the interpretation of tongues: But all these worketh 
that one and the selfsame Spirit, dividing to every 
man severally as he will.” (Let me stop at this verse 
for an explanation.) I have heard this verse debated 
on different occasions. Some say it means that as the 
individual who is filled with the Holy Ghost has a 
spiritual need, he may use any of the facilities the 
Spirit of God possesses to fulfill that need. Others 
say that this means the Spirit of God divides to 
every man the various gifts severally as he will. Be- 
fore I go further with this, let us take a long look 
at the Scriptures as to what is the mission of the 
Holy Ghost to mankind. 


Jesus said, “If ye love me, keep my commandments. 
And I will pray the Father, and he shall give you 
another Comforter,” John 14:15, 16. “And when he is 
come, he will reprove the world of sin, and of right- 
eousness, and of judgment,” John 16:8. “Howbeit 
when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide 
you into all truth: . . . He will shew you things to 
come. He shall glorify me: for he shall receive of 
mine, and shall shew it unto you, John 16:13, 14. 

Notice, “He is a comforter .. . He may abide with 
you forever .. . He reproves the world . . . He guides 
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you into all truth ... He will shew you things to 
come.” In other words, His work is a universal one not 
confined to one particular task, but as Paul puts it, 
“There are diversities of gifts, but the same Spirit, 
and there are differences of administrations, but the 
same Lord. And there are diversities of operations, 
but it is the same God which worketh all in all.” 


When we receive the Holy Ghost, we do not receive 
a small working portion of God’s Spirit, but the whole 
of the Spirit in his entire Holy Self comes within the 
human body, even as our spirit presently occupies all 
of our body. Our spirit is not confined to just one 
portion of our body, but is in every living part of us; 
whether it be our ears, or our toes, our limbs or our 
torso, our spirit occupies all of us, for it is our life. 
So also is the Holy Ghost in the child of God, for He 
is our life when we are a molded part of Christ’s body, 
the Church. Whatever the need may be, He possesses 
the remedy to bring about true relief. 


THE HUMAN BODY, through its blood, 
supplies the anti-bodies to combat infection regardless 
of what part in the body this infection is attacking. 
The Holy Ghost, in like manner, does not isolate His 
power to just one portion of the Christian body. 

Remember as the body has its individual parts— 
hands, feet, arms, etc.—so also does the body of Christ. 
The Bible says, “Now ye are the body of Christ and 
members in particular. And God hath set some in 
the church, first apostles secondarily prophets, thirdly 
teachers, after that miracles, then gifts of healings,

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helps, governments, diversities of tongues,” 1 Corinth- 
ians 12:27, 28. All of these are the workings of the 
various members of the body of Christ; yet the Spirit 
is not just a small portion confined to each part, for 
He is all over the body and in the body, directing 
its operation. Just suppose the spiritual hand is in- 
jured, what happens? The Spirit allows the exercise 
of healing, or miracles, to restore that member to 
usefulness so that the Church, which is the body of 
Christ, may continue bearing fruit to the glory of God. 
Likewise, all these gifts are placed in the body for the 
benefit of the body, and for the edifying of the 
Church. The question is often asked, “Who may 
operate these gifts the Spirit has placed in the body?” 
The answer is simple: they who are washed in the 
blood of the Lamb of God, sanctified, and filled with 
the Holy Ghost. They may use the gifts as the need 
arises. “For as many as are led by the Spirit of God, 
they are the sons of God,” Romans 8:14. “And because 
ye are sons, God hath sent forth the Spirit of his 
Son into your hearts, crying, Abba, Father. Where- 
fore thou art no more a servant, but a son; and if a 
son, then an heir of God through Christ,” Galatians 
4:6, 7. 

Now if we are made heirs of God through Christ, 
then are we members of the great family of God, and 
we have every right to use the full facilities of the 
Holy Ghost which are made available to us who are 
adopted into the family of God. But what are we to do 
with this great spiritual recourse? Jesus said, “Heal 
the sick, cleanse the lepers, raise the dead, cast out 
devils: freely ye have received, freely give,’ Matthew 
10:8. 


This takes us back to the beginning of this article 
and the quotation, “He that giveth, let him do it with 
simplicity.” Why with simplicity? For this reason— 
“Freely ye have received, freely give.” This one thought 
will answer why no more is being done today in the 
realm of spiritual manifestation. Instead of giving 
freely and in simplicity as we are instructed by our 
Lord, we often are guilty of yielding to the passion 
within—the passion for the applause and praise of 
men which belongs only to God. Instead of using the 
gifts of God to edify the Church which Christ pur- 
chased with His own blood, the individual uses them 
to edify and further his own causes. 


The day of miracles is not over, especially for those 
who will truly step out on the whole promise of God. 
For the Bible says, “But the people that do know 
their God shall be strong and do exploits,” Daniel 
11:32. In other words the people who do know their 
God realize that He is a jealous God and will not 
give His glory to another. The people who do know 
God are convinced He will regard only that person 
who is “of a contrite spirit and who trembleth at 
my word.” When God finds this type of person, He is 
with him for blessing and heavenly help. James said, 
“But whoso looketh into the perfect law of liberty, 
and continueth therein, he being not a forgetful hear- 
er, but a doer of the work, this man shall be blessed 
in his deed,” James 1:25. God is with him, and will 
not let his faith fall to the ground, but will sanction 
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his efforts for Him with signs following the believers 
(Mark 16:17, 18). 

Paul knowing the weaknesses of the flesh said, 
‘. . . forasmuch as ye are zealous of spiritual gifts, 
seek that ye may excel to the edifying of the church,” 
1 Corinthians 14:12. Then he concludes, “If any man 
think himself to be a prophet, or spiritual, let him 
acknowledge that the things that I write unto you 
are the commandments of the Lord,” 1 Corinthians 
14:37. 

There are some misinformed persons who feel that 
the gifts of the Spirit are only given to certain chosen 
individuals and not to the whole body of Christ, the 
Church. But this is not so, for the whole body of 
Christ has the authority to use these gifts given to 
them by the Holy Ghost. There is only one require- 
ment: “Present your body a living sacrifice, holy, 
and acceptable unto God, which is your reasonable 
service. And be not conformed to this world: but 
be ye transformed by the renewing of your mind, 
that ye may prove what is that good, and acceptable, 
and perfect, will of God,” Romans 12:1, 2. 

A sacrifice is anything consecrated or surrendered 
as an offering to God, which is of value to oneself, but 
is given to God at a loss to the individual in acknowl- 
edgment of his wonderful goodness and love. If we 
give ourself as a living sacrifice to God, we are no 
longer our own, but we belong to God to be disposed of 
as He sees best. Then Paul uses the word Holy, and 
when one is holy, sin is abolished, whether that sin is 
by act, or heart-filled lust, or of self-exaltation and 
covetousness. He also says, acceptable unto God; 
that is, we have conformed to the standards pre- 
scribed by God in His Word which is, “Follow peace 
with all men and holiness, without which no man 
shall see the Lord,” Hebrews 12:14. “Be not conformed 
to this world. but be ye transformed by the renewing 
of your mind.” We cannot comply with, agree to, or 
compromise with this world. Our thoughts must be 
transformed, altered, changed, be made new, because 
we must “prove what is that good, and acceptable 
and perfect, will of God.” We prove this by the fruit 
of the Spirit working through us; in other words, by 
signs following the believers and by love, joy, peace, 
gentleness, goodness, faith; for this is the will of 
God concerning you. 

“For none of us liveth to himself, and no man 
dieth to himself. For whether we live, we live unto 
the Lord; and whether we die, we die unto the Lord: 
whether we live therefore, or die, we are the Lord’s, 
Romans 14:7, 8. 

Let us now consider whether the Spirit divideth “to 
every man severally as he will.” As the need arises to 
the child of God, he can use the fulness of the Holy 
Ghost power within him to meet that emergency. In 
my humble opinion, if a person is acceptable to God 
as the foregoing pages describe, he is so filled with 
God that there is no difference. Forsaking his own 
will, the child of God follows the will of Him Who has 
commissioned the work to go on. Then it is no longer 
man working, but God working through man. 

In conclusion, I wish to call your attention to the 
words of Paul in 1 Corinthians 12:7, “But the mani- 


























festation of the Spirit is given to every man to profit 
withal.” Each of us, as the parable of the talents 
illustrates, is required to bring back a reasonable re- 
turn to our Lord. Jesus, knowing this, sent us the 
Holy Ghost as a comforter, by whom we have power 
to overcome our inabilities and shortcomings, and to 
profit withal. The manifestation (showing or working) 
of the Spirit is given to every man to profit withal.” 
The word withal means with the rest. So if a man 





is to actually make a profit for God with the gift at 
hand, it is expedient that he cooperate with, and 
humbly submit himself to the required task at hand. 
This he cannot do, unless he is in harmony with the 
rest of the body, the Church, coordinating with its 
movements to bring forth fruit to the glory of God. 
“For none liveth to himself, and no man dieth to 
himself. Whether we live therefore, or die, we are the
